who dream as if God were promiſing the 
Jews a new, that is to ſay , an Ariſtocrati- 
cal Form of Government; then which no. 
thing can be imagined more beſides his 
meaning. It 1s confeſſed that there is a $y- 
necdoche in the words , and, if it were 
doubted , might be evinced out of the Ori- 
9inal words C2I'DARVY and DWP? which are 
of a larger acception then any two accom- 
modate words that I know 1n our Exgli|h 
Tongue to reach them ; as it might be pro- 
ved by many Inttances , if ir were notim- 
pertinent to ſpend the time in unneceſſary 
Criticiſmes. Suffice it then to admonuh 
( which the following diſcourſe I hope will 
make clear) that by Judges and Councellor; 
are to be underitood all lort of Civil Magi 
{trates , from the King inclulively , to the 
meaneſt Officer of Juſtice imployed by nm; 
ard not only th2 Civil, but the Ecclefitical 
Governours allo ; inaſmuch as we know, 
that among the Jews, the Levites had a great 
hand in managing their Lanes, and were not 
only Aſſiſtants but Aſſefſours in their Coutts, 
even in their grand Sanbedrim : and it would 


be ſtrange , if God , ſpeaking here of a 


Reformation which concerned Jerxſalem , 
not only in point of Civil Juſtice , to make 
her a City of Kighteowſneſſe , butin point of 
Relivion alio ( for thatis the meaning "

laſt Clauſe ) to make her a Faithful City ; 
the Prieſts ſhould be forgotten , whoſe Lips 
notwithltanding God had ſaid ſhould pre-

A more neceſſary Queſtion, and much 
more conducing to clear the meaning of the 
Text, and et{ing 1t upon its proper Baſis 
(which is the immediate literate ſenſe ) will 
be to enquire , how and in what mannzr this 
Prophecy was fulfilled , and whether it was 
fulfilled while /ſazah himſelf 'was alive , or 
relate to ſom- farther date > To which I an- 
{wer afhrmatively , That it was accompliſh- 
ed while 1/az4h was yet alive , and he him- 
ſeif an Ator tnit. For he begun to pro- 
phecy in the Dayes of #zz:'4h, 2nd conti- 
nued till the time of Manaſſeh, by whom 
(as th: Fewiſh Writers afirm,and th2 Apoſtle 
confirms it ) he was ſaw aſunaer, * 

Now in the compaſſe of this time , this 
Prophecy ( in the immediate litzrall ſenſe ) 
was fulfilled. Which, while 1 endevour to 
clear , I muſt crave your patience, if I 
ſeem to ſtand ſomewhat long; in the Porch of 
my Text, 

In the beginning of VUzz1h's Reign all 
| things ſeemed to b2 ina good Condition both 
in Church and State - For he is ſaid to have 
been a Relioious Prince, and was excee.ling 
proſperous, having enlarged his Terri- 
tories as far towards the South as Eloth _ 
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Jeruſalem Reſtor d. 


the Red-Sea, and the Entering in of Egyye: 
as Jerobaam his Contemporary , the King 
of 1ſrael had enlarged his as far to the 
North , as the entering in of Hamath, the 
two Extreme Bounds of the Promiſed 
Land, But though it was thus in the begin- 
ning of Uzziah's Reign, it neither long 
had been ſo, nor continued long to be (0; 
for in his Father Amazzah's dayes, the 
State was brought into a very low and ſad 
Condition. For having overcome the E. 
domites, and being himſelf overcome with 
thzir Idolatries, Joaſh King of Iſrael not 
only routs him in the Feild, but enters Je- 
raſalem ( as a Conquerer ) and breaks down 
a great part of the wall thereof : And though 
Amaziah lived fifteen years after this, yet 
ſo contemptible was he become, that he was 
murdered by his own Servants: And then 
the Sate fell under an Interreguwns for the 
ſpace of eleven or twelve years; During 
which ſpace, we may be ſure their Enemies 
were not idle ; For, befides that, it 1s pro- 
bable enough, which Extychizs 1n his An- 
nals affirms, That Jeroboaws ( then the Po- 
tent King of 1ſrae/) held a hard hand 06- 
ver th:m; it is more then probable , that 
other theix Enemies , and particularly , the 
latz Conquered Edomites , taking the ad- 
vantage of this opportunity , fell 1n upon 
the breach, and waſted, and plundred. and 
ſpoiled all ; inſomuch that their poar State

became like an ulc2rous Carkaſle , from the 
crown of the head to the ſole of the foot, 
there was nv ſoundneſfle in it, but wounds, 


and bruiſes . and putrefying lores.

Countrey was deſolate. their Cities burnt 
with fire, their Land ſtrangers devoure3 it 
in their preſenc2, and it became deiolate as 
overthrown by (ſtrangers. And the Dauch- 
ter of Zion Was left as a Cottage in a vine- 
yard, as a Lodge ina ga:den of ( ucumbers, 
2s a beſieged City, ( for to this date of time 
I refer that paſſage in the 6, 7, 8. verſes of 
this Chapter ; that Prolepſss, by which ſom2 
put th:m off till the time of Ahaz, being 
altogether inconſiſtent with the Context. ) 
But Zzz14þ having at length recovered the 
Crown, all things bevin to tettle well again - 
He bzats th2 Arabian-Edomites over again , 
and ſubdues them, as alſo thz Phil;ffines ; 
and ſtruck ſuch a terrour into the Eaſters 
Princes, that they Homage him. But it is 
worth our marking,what the Holy Ghoſt gives 
us in the CharaRer of this King, 2 Chros. 
Chap. 26. ver. 4. And he did that which was 
right in the fight of the Lord, — 
to all that bis Father Amaziah did. (whic 

ſounds ſuſpi iouſly, for Amaziah was none 


of the beſt ; but that which follows, 


1s yet 


more ſuſpicious, verſ. 5.) And he ſought 
Ged in the dayes of Zechariah, who had 
underſtanding in the viſions of God : And 
45 long 4s he ſought the Lord, God made

bizs proſper. As long ; So that it ſeems, 
he continued not long to do ſo; and ſurely 
he was atrived at a great height of impi 

indeed,that durſt ſo audaciouſly (out of the 
high opinion that then they had of the me- 
rit of Sacrifices, as was formerly noted) 
preſume, contrary to the expreſs, and known 
Commandement of God to the contrary, 
to burn incenſe in the Temple, (which 
belonged to the Preiſts onely to do; ) for 
which boldnefſe, God ſmote him with le- 
profie in the very A, and he died a Le. 


per, and left the Body-Politick , of which _ 
he was the Head, as leprous as his own: 


body. For the very enlargements of his 
Victories became but a means to enlaree 
their ſins, bringing in a great acceſſion of 
Debauchery both into Church and tate, by 
entertaining a number of forreign Cuſtomes, 
and Superſtitions, from all the Nations that 
he had conquered, or complied with ; to 
the oreat increaſe of Pride and Luxury in 


{the Creat Ones, joyned with the heavy 09- 


preſſion of their Inferiours, and a general 
depravation of Religion in all. For ſo 1 


underſtand our Prophet in Chap, 2. wer|. 6, 


7, $,9. Therefore thou haſt forſaken thy 
People the Houſe of Jacob, becauſe they be 
repleniſhed from the Eaſt, and are Soothſayers 
lil. the Philiftines , and they pleaſe them- 
ſelves in the Children of Strangers. Then 
Land alſe i full of Silver and Gold, ne:ther 


tis

is there any end of their Treaſures. Their 


Land ts alſe full of Horſes, nether ts there 


any end of their Chariots. Their Land alſo 
is full of Idols, they worſhip the works of 
their own hands, that which their own fingers 
have made, And the mean man boweth down, 
and the great man bumbleth himſelf, there- 
fore ſpare them not. And inceed, God 
pared them not long, for, though his Son 
Jothams 1s ſaid alſo to have been a Religi- 
ous Prince, and iucce.sfull againſt the Ams- 
monites , yet was there no amendment , but 
raiher a ſettling and increaſe of the Cor- 
pions brought in, in his Fathers time. For 
it 1s expreſly ſaid of his time, That the 
People did corruptly ſtill, the High Places 
were not removed, The People Pecrificed , 
and burnt incenſe ſtill in the high Places. 
Cod therefore ieeing that they were become 
lo exceeding foul, reſolves to kindle that re- 
Ening fife, of which he ſpeaks in the verſe 
forcgoing the Text , and he didit in the lat- 
ter end of Jothaw's Reign; for ſo it is 
emphatically noted, 2 King. chap. 15. verſ. 
37. In thoſe deyes the Lord began to ſend 
againſt Judah , Rezin the King of Syria, 
and Pekah the Son of Remaliah. And the 
fire, being once kindled, burnt ſo ſwiftly , 
that in the beginning of Ahaz's Reign, it 
Was gotten to the very gates of Jeruſalem ; 
and he was ſo far from quenching it by Re- 
pentance , that he brought in much more 
fuell

fuel to the fire, being more abominably 
wicked than any of his Predeceſſours. Fy 
he not only conntenanced the Ido!atries lateh 
brought 1n, but retrived all the ancient Aly- 
minations of the People of the Land, why 
God had caſt out before the Children of I{ra- 
el, making molten Images to Baalim, and 
burning hs Children in the fire to Molech, 
and not only profaning the Temple with 
the Idolatries of Damaſcus, but 1acrilesi. 
oufly pillaging, and ſpoiling it, to makeup 
a preſent to purchaſe a wicked Confederacy 
with Tiglath Pilezry ( or Pilnezer) King of 
cAſſjria, ( whom I take to be Ptolomies Na. 
bonaſer in his Keareyr Baowmior, for the times 
agree ) who ealed him indeed of Rez-n,and 
Pekah , but became himſelf his far greater 
enemy, and diſtreſſed him , but helped him 
not. For when all the Nations round about 
were gathered together againſt Judah, The 
Tabernacles of Edom, and the 1(hmalites; 
of Moab, and the Hagarens ; Gebal aud Am- 
mon , and Amalek_ ; th: Philiſt;nes , witi 
th Inhabitants of Tyre, Afr alſo, ( thit 


' dear hired raſor ) was, joyned with them,

and helped the Children of Lot ; ( for to 
this tim2 that Pſal, 83. relates ) and inth: 
twelfth year of h's Reign, when the Aſn 
an cam2 up againſt Hoſhea, he fell in upon 
Tudgh , and ranſack'd Jeruſalem, and utter- 
ly waſtzdit, carrying abunJance away C- 


tive, Thus th Land was on a light -

But his Son Hezekzah comming ſhortly 
after to the Crown, in the very beginning of 
his Reign, ſets upon a Reformation, and it 
was Cartied on with ſo much ſeeming Zeal, 
not onely of the Men of Judah, but diverſe 
of the Ten Tribes, in their Solemn keeping 
the Paſſover, purging the Temple from all 
Profanation, and deſtroying all Monu- 
ments of Idolatry, that we hardly meet with 
the like. But the truth was, it was but a 
violent motion, and not permanent, nor 
indeed, perfect. And therefore, the wrath 
of the Lord was not turned away , but his 
and was ſtretched ont. ſtill. For inthe fixth 
year of Hezekiah when the Aſſyrian took 
Samaria, he fell in again upon Feruſalem, 
and ranſacked and plundered it over again, 
(as may be gathered from the 22. Chap. of 
this Prophecy) and in the fourteenth year 
of his Reign Senacherib ( that fiery flying- 
Serpent, the very tooth of a Sword, as K 
name imports ) came up againſt all the fen- 
ced Cities of Judah, and took them. And 
though Hezekiah compounded with 
him for Jeruſalem, yet that treacher- 
ous King ſends an Army to beſiege 1t ; and 
then the fire being cooped up ( as fire uſes Lvoque, 
to do ) burnt more vehemently, and with- ne. 
all ſo effeQually, that it fetched off all their et. 
Scorte ,all their Droſs, and all their Tin. For puat ignis. 
then Hezeakiah ſets to a thorow Reforma- Ovid, 
tion, not only of the Church , but of the 
oate,

State. There was then one Shebna a prey 
Man in the State, for he was not only Trez. 
ſurer , but Major Domo, the Prefe& or Ru. 
ler of the Houſe ; and he ruled ( or rathe; 
miſ-ruled ) all, A very corrupt, and wick. 
ed man he was, the Root of Bitterneſle t9 
the whole Nation ; for he had Rocked their 
Courts with a Company of Creatures of 
his own, Men alike wicked as him(@lF, thoſs 
Murdeters, and Companions of Thizves, 
( that we heard the Prophet afore. ſpeaking 
of ) that loved gifts, and followed after re. 
wards : but judged not the Fatherleſs or 
the Widow. Him therefore, by the advice 
of the Prophet Iſaiah, from the Mouth of 
the Lord, Hezekiah put down and thruſt 
out of Office; and ſo this cankered nail, 
that ſeem'd to be faſtned in a ſure place, be- 
ing removed, cut down , and fallen; the 
burden alſo, that hung upon it, was cut off , 
to uſe our Prophets Expreſhon _ 22, 
( where from the fifteenth verſe to the end 
you have a cleer Commentary upon this 
Text) and in his room he ſubſtitutes Elu- 
him the Son of Hilkiab, a moſt worthy 
Prince, ( for he was of the Blood-Royal of 
the Poſterity of Nathan ) and a man of- 
Admirable Accompliſhm?nts for Govett- 
ment; in reſpe& both of his Piety and Pri 
dence. 

And he on a ſuddain fo re&ifies all Diſor- 


ders , That God having quenched the fire ” 
e 
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the blood of the Aſſyrian Hoſt , by a Mira- 
culous Deliverance, the Reformation went 
ſo proſperouſly on all the Dayes of Hezeks- 

, in the Eſtabliſhment both of Civil 
Juſtice and Religion, all the Reliques of 
Superſtition and Idolatry, both Ancient and 
Novell , being utterly rooted out of the 
Land ( which our Prophet and his Contem- 
poraries ſpeak much to ) that Jeruſalem be. 
came like her ſelf in her Primitive and Pu- 
reft Times; and not only by an Extrinſecal 
Denomination , but really made a City of 
Righteouſneſs, a Fanhfal City, and advan- 
i to that height of Fame , that all the Na- 
tions about them ambitiouſly ſought to joyn 
Confederacy with them. Both Rahab and 
Babylon, Sethon King of cAgypt, who e- 
rected a Pillar for a Monument in the en- 


trance of his Land, as our Prophet had fore- 1ſa.rg.1g. X 


told, and Herodotus teftifieth ( though he £6. 2.

And having ſaid thus much for aſſerting 
the immediate Literal Senſe , I no wayes 
reze& or condemn the Interpretation of the 
Kabbines, who calt it as far forward , as the 
Times of Ezra and Nehemiah : and much 
lee that of thz ancient Chriſtian Fathers, 
who (in a manner ) genzrally expounded 
it of Chriſt and his Apo'tles, and th ſetling 
of th: Chriſtian Church ( which 1s [ſrael 
ſarrogatus ) under her Governours. 

They had warrant to interpret it thus from 
thz Examples of the Apoſtles themſelves, 
who uſually apply Prophecies of the like 
nature in alike manner. And we knoiy that 

x Prophecies may be accompliſhed more then 
ance, 
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once , the Cortex of the Letter being like 
the Bark of a Tree, which ſo incloſeth it 
while it is yet but a Twig, as it growes up 
together with it , when 1t extends it ſelf to 
ts full Dimenſions ; The infinite Wiſdome 
of God ( by which Prophecies were given) 
hereby providing for the Future Occahons of 
the Church in all ſucceeding Ages , when 
there ſhall be a Concurrence of the ltke « ir- 
cunſtances ; and ſo by Conſequence this 
Prophecy belonos to us alſo, according to 
that Rule of the Apoſtle , whatſoever was 
writtes aforetime was written for our Inſtre- 
tion. 

Now the point of InſtruRtion , that here 
we have to learn, is the Dorine of right 
Reformation,according to the Pattern in the 
Mount , Gods own Pattern, Which is here 
ſet forth ,

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the Reſtoring of Veſſels of Wood and Stone, 
having contraſted any Legal Impurity, to 
their former uſe, by waſhing and rincing 
them) or by cauſing them to patle thorough 
the Furnace of Afﬀiztion ( as thoſe of Brais 
and Icon were to be purged by Fire) and 
this courſe we may obſerve God to have hol. 
den all along in tis Dealing with the 1ſrae- 
lites, Whom having redeemed for a peculiar 
People to himſelf ; in that Form of Govern- 
ment and Syſteme of Lawes , under which 
he at fir(t ſetled them in a Church at Mount 
S1nas, his eye was ever after over them to 
preſerve them. The Fort of their Govern- 
ment was eminently Monarchical, for God 


" himſelf was their King , having ta- 


ken their Oath of Allegiance, and Fealty 
to him by the Mediation of Moſes, andſo 
Foſephus rightly noteth , That their Goverr- 
ment was a ©0*gelia., and all thoſe inter- 
mediate Governours, that he raiſed up to 
them , were dut his Lieutenants. Nor ul 
the ſeeming different Capacities , in whici 
they ſerved him , . make any Eſſ-ntial Diffe- 
rence atall in the Government , for as 5 
muel told the People , That , while they 
were under the Judges, God was their King: 
So King Solomon is ſaid to fit in the Throne of 
the Lord, 1 Chron. 29. 23. And as the Jud- 
oes are call:d Kings , for Moſes was-King i 
Feſwrun, Deut, 33. 5. and, in the Inter- 
vals of the Judges , it is often ſaid, my 

| when 
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when there was was no Kingin 1ſrael, eve- 
ry one did that which was right in his own 
eyes: $0 Kings alſo are called Judges, Micah 
5. 1. He ſhall [mite the judge of Iſrael with 
4 rod upon the Cheek : Which 1s meant of King 
Hezeksah's reproachful ſmiting, by the blaſ- 
phemous Tongue of Kabſhakeh, for truſting 
inthe Living God, The Truth is this, God 
from all Eternity had decreed his only Son 
to be the King of 1ſrael/ , and Head of his 
Church, and that in our Nature, in due 
time to be aſſumed. In the mean time , in 
the Church of Iſrael ( which was his firſt 
born) he gave them Jud 
four hundred years , till 
phet , raiſing them out of ſeveral Tribes ,

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fore God gave them a King in hiz wrath, and 
took, hims away in his Anger. But Saul being 
removed, and Davidicaredin the Throne; 
with a2 Promiſe to him and his Heirs for ever; 
thouyh there were ſome Alternations in the 
State , ſome waxings and wanings, as in the 
Aon ( whereto that State 1s compared ) 
which under different Degrees of Luſtre, re- 
mains th ſame, (For, Mags & minu 
non variant ſpeciem) yet We thall find that 
true , which Facob upon his Death-bed fore- 
told, The Scepter did mt depart from Judah, 
nor a Lawgivtr frem between hu knees, til 
Shilo cams, The Form of the Government 
being in this wiſe eſtabliſhed,and continuing, 
the only courſe that God took to remedy the 
Diftempers, which at any time, their State 
relapſed into, was but like that, which a 
Phyfician praRiſeth upon his Patient, whoſe 
health being endangered by an Exceſſe of 
corrupt Humours ſeizing upon ihe Vital Sp1- 
rits, and domineering over them , He doth 
not pretend to cure the man by Killing him, 
but procureth, by purging Phyfick, to clenie 
the body from thoſe noxious Humours, and, 
by Reſtoratives , to excite, and ftrengthen 
the Native Spirits to the wonted exerciſe of 
their proper operation , by which means 


Health returns again to the body. Of this 


ſort was this Reformation under Hezekzab , 
and afterward of Joſh , and afterward of 


Ezra and Nehemiah. Andeven that Re- 
ſitution 
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ſtitation of all things (promiſed them by E- Ma.17. 
liah ) amounted to no more but this, viz, Þ': 

To cauſe the hearts of the Children to return N*'-4.6- 
to their Fathers ,or (as the Angel hath it) the 1.v1., 17, 
Diſobedient to the wiſdeme of the uſt. 1.e. 
To recall the Difobedient Children, that had 
revolted from th2 Inſtitutes, and Examples 
of their Godly Fore-fathers, to a perfec 
Conformity , and Imitation of them again. 
And I think the Heathen had the very 1ame 
Notion of it in their [Izaryyircors, when all 
things ſhould return as they were in the Gol- 
d:n Age, in the Reion of Saturn ; and all 
their antient Heroes, and Worthies ſhould 
AR their parts over again : not by a Pytha- 
ooricall McJeuwugwois ( I am periwaded ) 
much lefle, a return of the ſame Individual 
Perſons, though Yirg il, deſcanting upon that 
Prophecy of Sibylls Cumea , ſeem to wrelt

But a return of men of like Innocency , 
Simplicity, and Jultice, as were inthoſe An- 
cient times , when Affres had not yet left |. 
the Earth,& Sponte ſnd ſine lege Fidem Ju- | 
ſtum ue colebant. And th2 fame was the pe 1s, & 
Opinion of the Antient Zoroafter, as Plu- 0s. 
tarch acquaints us, Yea, What (hall I fay 
C. 3 more 
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more ? even that Great Reformatiqn ( for 
ſo the Apoſtle calls it ) wrought by our $a- 
viour Chriſt himſelf, was it not alfo of the 
ſame kind ? I think our Divines are agreed 
upon 1t, that the Old and New Teſtament 

differ not in the Subſtance, but Circumſtan. 
ces onely, (though theſe, indeed, be weighty 
ones) and do not we hear Himſelf pro- 
feſſing, That he came mot to deſtroy the Lay 
and the Prophets, but to fullfill them. The 
Morall Law, not onely by explayning the 
full meaning of the Letter, but by bringing 
a larger Grace to fullfill it : And even the 
Ceremonial Law ( where the main Scruple 
lies ) he did ſo fullfill, and no otherwiſe 
deſtroy. than the light of the Moon, and the 
Stars, Which ſhine 1n the night-time by that 
Irradiation , which they receive from the 
Sun ; yeild up that Borrowed Light, and diſ- 
appear, when the Body of the Sun 1t (elf 
appears. And the Apoſtle makes the dif- 
ference, betwixt the Jewiſh-Church, and the 
( briſtian , to be no other, than that, which 
we all experience in our ſelves, without any 
Eſſentiall change at all in our Perſons,when 
we grow from Children tn become perfect 
Men. As for our Saviour Chriſt, ' That was 
truely verified of him, which was foretold, 
He did not ſtrive, nor cry, neither was bus 
voice heard in the ſtreets, So obſervant 
was he of all things according to the recet- 
ved Cuſtomes, ( except deeply impoyſonet 

Wit 
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with the Leaven of the Phariſees ) that, 


befide h's fulfilling all Righteouſneſs, in an 
exat Obedience to the whole Modaicall 
Law , he was conformable alſo to their Ec- 

zfiaftical Laws in paying his Didrachma and 
keeping the Feaſt of the Dedication of the 
Temple ; yea, their Civill and National Cu- 
{tomes, as admitting the precious Ointment 


tobe poured upon his head , as he fate at a Joo. 12.3, 


Fealt ( according to their Cuſtome, ) and 
juſtifying the woman that did it, ; andin be- 
ins buried with all the Solemnities, accor- 
dins as the Manner of the Jews was to bu- 
ry ; yea, even in the Inſtitution of theſe two 
oreat Sacraments of the New Teſtament , 
Baptiſme, and the Lords Supper ; he did but 
improve Cuſtomes, that had a long time ob- 
tained among them ; it being uſuall with them 
_ to initiate Proſelytes by Baptiſme, and was 
become an Appendix to their Paſchal Sup- 
per, for the Maſter of the Fealt to bleſle, 
and Diſtribute bread and wine : And his A- 


poltles after him, ſetting afide thz Ceremo- . 


nial Service and Sacrifices of the Temple, 
how did thzy (in a manner ) tranſlate the 
Synagogue into the Chriſtian Church, having 
fill an eye to the Pattern ſet afore by God 
himſelf in the Law ? as we are affured by 
one, that well knew their mind; Clemens , 
in that truly Divine Epiſtle of his ,. to tic 
Corinthians, 

And the firſt Reaſon of this Point may 
CG 4 be 
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be drawn from that Idea of Divine Per- 
fections in God himſelf, His Immutabili : 
Ego Dorhinus, non mutor , Immutable he is, 
not onely in his Efſence , but allo in his 
Will, Decrees, Inſtitutes, and Ordinances, 
in which regard S. Fames ſaith, That a double- 
minded man, that 1s unſtable in all his wayes, 
like a wave of the Sea driven with the wind 


and toſſed; 1s of all other molt diſpleaſing 


to Cod, as being molt unlike him, with whom 
there is no variableneſſe , nor ſhadow of 
turning. How much Conſtancy in Governing 
pleaſerh him , we may learn from his own 
Conſtancy in Coverning the World, which 
thouck 1t heave continued well-nigh fix thou- 
ſand years, yet the ſame Frame, and Order 
of all things, which he eſtabliſhed in the 
firſt Creation, he hath Conſtantly upholden 
to this day. And though Vanity have ſhed 
it felf upon the Creature by the ſin g&ggnan, 
yet he will ic refine that out, as to (AF his 
own Work. We, according to his Pronpſe, 
look. for a New Heaven, and a New Earth, 
:s which dwells Righteonſnefs ; New in Quali- 
ties, not in Subſtance. Even as our own 
Foes, Which fin in like manner hath cor- 
rupted, we expect, therovgh the Grace of our 
I ord Jeſus Chriſt, to have reſtored to us a- 
o1in, greatly impraved in the Qualities, 
but the ſame Individual bodies. 

A ſecond reaſon may be drawn from that 
confeſſed Maxime,, that holdg true not only 
*-3 in 
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in Philoſophy , but alſoin Politie and Divi- 


nity, Primmm in unoquoque genere eſt menſu- 
ra reliquorums : For as the firſt born under 
the Law had a double portion; ſo the firſt 
born of every kind inheriting the Idzal per- 


- fe&ion of that kind, becomes a pattern and 


meaſure to all the reſt : as the freſheſt and 
fveetelt of the water ts to be found-in the 
Spring head , which perhaps may run trou- 
bled in the Streams : Hence that of Tertwl- 
lan , Antiquiſſimum quodque veriſſimum , 
which is moſt true : For as good mult needs 
be before evil , inaſmuch as evil could not 
be, if good were rot firſt, for (as the 
Ccnools ſay ) Malum fundatur in bono, and 
relates to it, as a privation to its habit, 
which therefore of neceſſity it muſt preſup- 
poſe; ſo truth muſt needs be before Falſhood, 
inaſmuch as Falſhood is but a deceivable 
ſhadow of Truth, and the body (we know) is 
before the ſhadow ; and thus in the Parable 
we find the good ſeed ſown before the Tares; 
which. the enemy afterward came in and ſcat- 
tered ; And, vpon this eround, Primitive 
Patterns, (as approching neareſt to the An- 
tient of dayes ) are propounded by God 
himſelf as Original Copies for poſterity to 
write by, and, whenerring, to be corre- 
cted by, as we do Tranſcripts by their Origi- 
nals. Eſay 51. v. 1, 2. Hearken unto me ye 
that follow after Righteonſneſſe , ye that fear 
the Lord , look unto the Rock, whence ye were 
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hewen , and tothe hole of the pit , whence), 
were digged, look unto Abrahans your Father, 
and Sarah that b:ar you. And in the Nep 
Teſtament the Apoſtles call upon the Chur- 
ches for a pun&ual imitation of thoſe that 


were there their firſt Founders and Fathers in | 


the Faith, propounding them for an exam- 
ple to follow, as they followed Chriſt; 
And not only to retain conſtantly the Form 
of Doarine into which they were caſt , but 
alſo to hold faſt the Traditions they had re- 
ceived from them, whether by word ot wri- 
ting ; which how faithfully the Primitive 
Churches were obſervant of , we may per- 


cieve by that unammous Vote of the Fathers » 


in the firſt Councel of Nzce , who applied 
that as a paramount Canon for deciding of 
all Controverſies , Te «y502e "Hi xgaſeils 
And if we ſometimes find God blaming the 
Ifraelites , for following their Fathers , we 
muſt not underſtand him of their firſt, but 
their intermediate Fathers, who themſelves 
had declined from the firſt. And though 0- 
ther Nations could not pretend to men (0 
immediately inſpired , or eminently ſand” 
fied, for their Founders, as the Jewiſh or 
Chriſtian Church : yet , if we conſult thei 
Antiquities, we (hall find that true of them, 
which the *Agleixauws obſerves to be tit 
Cuſtome of Feaſts ; Every man at the bt- 
ginning doth ſet forth good wine , and f- 
terward that which « worſe : And of - 
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they themſelves were not ignorant , when 
they compared their firſt Age to gold ; and 
thoſe that followed to filver , brafſe, and 
iron : for their Antient Worthies and Foun- 
ders, (in whoſe return they expected again to 
become happy) as they were men (according 
to their adage ) priſce fider , and not debau- 
ched with thoſe unhallowed Policies, am- 
bitious projets , and ſelf-ſeekings, which 
after-ages brought into State affairs': So 
drinking nearer the fountain , and having re- 
ceived DireQions from that ſecond Parent 
of the World Noah , ( if not alſo imme- 
diate aſſiſtance from him , which ſome an- 
F tient Monuments teſttfie ) in their firſt plan- 
taions of their ſeveral Governments in their 
Diſperhons, it is not to be doubted but that 
God ( whoſe eyes are over all the Sons of 
m2n as well as he Sons of Facob ) and hath 
made of one blood all Nations of men, to 
dwell on all th2 face of the whole earth-having 
determined the times before appointed, an

Itis well known how proſperous the La- 
cedemonians Were , While they kept cloſe to 
the Inſtitutes of Lycargas : and of the 
Roman State , that is moſt true which the 
Poet obſerves, Moribus Antiquis Res Stat Rs- 
mana viriſque , and the event approvedit , 
for being ſetled at the firlt by their Founder, 
and his Succeſſor Nama, under a Succeſſion 
of Kings , afterwards ejeRing them', and

tyring themſelves in the Multitude of their 
wayes, Conſuls, Dicators, Decemviri,&c. 
at length they were compell'd to ſay with the 
wandring /ſraelvstes, Hoſ.

ſo miſerably ſhattered,as it was thorough their 
levitie, in liſtening to thoſe popular De- 
magogs, Who led them into Innovati- 
ons to their Ruine.. For in point of Reli- 
210n they were _y conitant, as both 
Plats and Iſocrates teftifhe 

himſelf reproches the levity of the 1ſrael- 
;tes with the example of the Sons of Chit- 
tim, ( Who was Son of Javar )in conktant- 


ly adhering to their Gods ; Jeremiah 1, 


werſ. 10. 11. Paſs ye over the Iſles to Chit- 
z1m,Cc.--Hath a Nation changed their God, 
which are yet no gods ? He condemns their 
Idolatry, but commends their C onſtancy, 
ſo far is God from aff2ing an affeRation 
of Novelties. . 

And indeed, the miſchiefs of Chanoee are 
unſpeakable,(which may' be added for a third 
Reaſon) that 1s ſuch an *A@oaaver, that where 
it enters, it brings Confuſion with 1t, as 1s 
inſeparable Attendant : So Solomon joynes

Politick. Good reaſon, therefore, have we 
to attend to that Divine, not Counſell only, 
"ut Command : Feremiah 6, ver, 16, Stand 
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Je #n the wayes, and ſee,and ak, for th: 014 | 
pathes, where is the good way, and wa 
therein, and ye a find reſt for your Soul, 
And now it 1s high time to proceed to make 
Application. 

And firſt wz cannot but heteby bz awak- 
ned to refle& upon our ſelves ina thankful 
acknowledgement of the unſpeakable Good- 
neſs of God to us at this day, in makine 
200d this Prophecy and Promiſe to us in 
fienall and miraculous a way as theſe latter 
Ages of the world have not ſeen. Itis not 
long fince a man might have ſought for Eng- 
land in England, and not have found 1t; 
ſuch a ſad Confuſion poſlefled the face of this 
Nation , that »ec vola, nee veſtigium of out 
Antient forme remained , it being the <&. 
fien of thoſe Edomites to raze 1t even to th: 
Foundation, For through the wrath of the 
Lord the Land was darkned, and the eople 
became 4s fugll to the fire, no man ſparing 
his Brother, For our great unthankfulne(s, 
no doubt, for th oreat Blefling of a long 
continued happy Government , and to let 
us ſee the benefit thereof in the want of 1h 
it pleaſed God to give over a great part 0 
the credulous and faRious multitude of the 
Land to firong d2lufions , to believe bits, 
through the Hypocriſy 6f crafty Deceivers; 
who under a pretence of the Reformation of 
Religion, and vindication of our Laws and 


Liberties ( which were in danger by pou but 
them- 
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themſelves) ſo far beſotted, and bewitched 
them, that thzy zealouſly offered themſelves, 
their lives and fortunes to deftroy both ; by 
opening a ſluce to ſuch a Colluvies of Pro- 
divious Secs, and herefies, as no Age of the 
Church had ever ſeen, to the ruine not only 
of the externall forme of the Chutch, but

razins the Fundamental Articles of our Faith; - 


and ſubduing themſelves and their native 
Country to ſuch a ſordid ſlavery, as never 
any People ſuffered intheir own Land. Our 
Laws which they maliciouſly traduced as Ar- 
bitrary, were by themſelves perfe&ly made 
ſo,turning edge only againlt the innocent, (it 
being the greateſt crime at that time,for a man 
to be honeſt, and firmly to adhere to the Laws 
of the Land) not only our private houſe's

ltates of our Nobles and Gentry, indeed of 
every one that had any thing, and was Ho- 
neſtsſequeſtred, and ſeized upon, to raiſe a 
ſock for their New Common-wealth. Yea,

the Sun of Righteouſneſſe wich healino in 
-his wings to acuie again upon our Horizon, ſo 
diſperſed and ſcattered all thoſe black an4 
dimal cloucs, and iuch a ſerenity appeared 
ina noment, as made all the Nations of 
the world to ftand ina maze, for Who hath 
heard ſuch a thing ( ſaies our Prophet 2 ) or 
who hath ſeen ſuch things?

pendious Revolution, Andif we ſhouldbe 
lo wretchedly ungratefull either to forget, or 
und-:rvalue it, th: Heathen would riſe up 
in Judgement. again(t us and condemn us : for 
it 1s ſaid among the 7w#rks : The Lord bath 
dene great things for them, Yea the Lord bath 
dene great things for us 1ndeed , whereof me 
rejoyce : and 1 doubt not but every true Pa- 
triot will joyn with me 1n that Gratulation, 
which our Prophet hath put in our Mouths, 
Eſay 63. verſ. 7. 1 will mention the loving 


K indneſſe of the Lord , according to all that. 


the Lord hath beftowed on #s : And the grea 
Goodneſſe towards the Houſe of Iſrael, which 
he hath beflowed on them , according to hu 
Mercies, and according to the multitude if 
hu loving Kindneſſes. 

But ſecondly,being by the Grace of God, 
made whole again, we thould withal be war

doubted , but many and great Sins did con- 
Cur to draw down this heavy vengeance up 
the Land, but there was one , that (1 att 
perſwaded) had a more immediate Influen 

upon the effe& then any other, and1t 1s 
hard to oueſſe what itis, it being that, ft 
Which we ſuffer reproach amonglt Forreigr 
ers; our Leyity, and wantonneſſe,and grel 


aff-Qation of Novelties; which , as it 
evident! 
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evidently appears in the fanjafticaineſſe of 
our Apparel , ſo much more dangerouſly, 
in our projeRing and contriving new pat- 
terns, and Forms of Government both for 
Church and State. 
I am perſwaded we have not this vice ex 
 traduce , neither 1s it any part of that origi - 
nal Corruption , which we have received 
from our Anceſtors, for thzy were nzver 
juſtly taxable for any ſuch giddinefſe ; bur I 
rather ſuſpe& that it ariſeth from the Leaven 
of the Phariſees,with which of late years this 
Nation hath ſo been deeply ſowred,and with 
which whoſoever is once inflated , even the 
meaneft Mechanick thinks himſelf wiſer 
then ſeven men that can render a reaſon. 
Hence proceeds that great Zeal of Demerr:- 
# and the Craftſmen for the Silver ſhrines 
that they have hammered in their own heads, 
for their Imaginary Goddefſe D:ana,and the 
Image , which , thzy vecily b2lieve, dzop- 
ped down from Jmprrter , which they adore 
With as great Devotion , and projecute with 
as much Zeal and tumult, as ever that fa- 
Qious Rabble did at Epheſus. For., though 
nothing be more familiar with the men «f 
this Spirit, then to charge Superſtition and 
Idolatry, upon every thing that pleaſeth not 
their humour, yet I dare ſay , ( and that ac- 
cording to the Do&rine of their own Cate- 
chiſmes ) That the Antient Heathen were 
never more guilty of breaking the ſecond 
D 3 Com- 
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Commandement in worſhiping Images,then 
they themſelves are in worthiping Imaging. 
tions. Now itis impoſſible where this giddy 
humour prevails, that either Church or State 
ſhould long continue in quiet, And one 
would think that God hath applied two ſuf- 
ficient Remedies to Cure us of this Epidemi.. 
cal Diſeaſe, if indeed, we be not become 
altogeth:r incurable, Will not all that 
Wormwood and Gall, which God hath 
lately given us to drink in great meaſure, 
ſerve to drive out (or, at lealt, corre&) this 
Malignant humour? Have we ot yet had 
enough of the imquiy of Peor ? Can we be 
content anc? again to venture lives and for- 
runes, and whatſoever is dear unto us, to | 
buy our awn miſery and ruine at the deareſt 
rate , that ever fooliſh people did ? Av: 
there ſtill among ſt us ſome Murmmurers of the 
mixt Multitude, that, being madded with 
the malicious inſinnations of Perſecution from 
the Orac'es of Sedition, are ready to retrive 
the contradittion of Core, and to head them- 
ſelves a ( aptain to bring us back, again to 
Egypt ? deſpiſing the waters of Sloan), that 
ren gently, to rejoyce in Rezin, «nd Remal- 
ah's Son ? O fooliſh Galatians (faith S. Paul) 
who hath bewitched you 2 And God grant that 
r1x touch not us as nearly, as we do taoſe 
Gelatians in affinity of kindred, if that ob- 
ſervation of Ceſar be true , Britanm vete- 
terum Gallorum Soboles, Fot a ſtrong infa- 
tuation

tuatioh indeed, muſt needs have ſeiſed upon 
our Palates, if , having taſted the old 
Wine, we can (o intempetrately defire new ;

is better. But if we be ſo ſottiſhly fooliſh , 
as not to leath to be wiſe by our own narms , 
\ yet, methinks, we ſhould not be grown ſo 
deſperately wicked , as wpri i xeqaa , 
barefac'd to fight againſt God , For that his 
Name # mph , hu wondrous Works declare ; 
The miraculous flouriſhing of the Rod of 
Jeſſe, after it had been cut down to the root, 
and the Rod of Aaron,when like a dry ſtick 
it was deſtinated to the fire, and yet in one 
night, not only to bring forth fair bloſſoms, 


but ripe Alnionds, are fo fignal atteftations yg 


of Divine Approbation, that I think, if an 
Eyyptian Magician were admitted to be 
Judge , he would acknowledge , Dzgiteu 
Det eft hic. 1 do not pretend to any skill tn 
the Politicks, but I know , what grave and 
prudent, and diſcerning men have obſerved 
concerning th Conſtitution of our Govern- 
ment here in E»g/4»d, that it is the exacteſt 
Model that yet hath been, exhibited to thz 
World; For, asitis founded in a Monar- 
chy (confeſſedly the perfe&eſt form of Go- 
vernment ) ſo whatſoever advantages can 
be pretended to ariſe , either from Arito- 
eracy, or Democracy, are ſo prudently 1n- 
tertexed , andtaken in, and all eſtates in 
their due Subordinations ſo ſecured in their 

D 4 ſeveral 
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ſeveral Intereſts , and fended from enter. 
fering one upon another, in the fr:edome 
of our Parliaments, and Impartiality of our 
Laws, as doth argue our Forefathers to be 
Maſters in the Art that framed it ; But there 
needs no other argument to prove the g00d- 
neſfe of it, then the confeſſion of its adver- 
ſaries , who, having fought it down, found 
a neceſſity, and did endevour ta build agzin 
the things they had deſtroyed; profeilng 
publickly in the face of the Nation , That 
we could not be happy , but in our Antient 
way of Government. And for the Church 
of England , 35 it yas firſt ſetled, and hath

broad throughout all Africk, and Aſia ,

And I think. even our diflenting 
Brethren will be periwaded to ſay as much,if 
they will but ſeriouſly and without prejudice 
latisfie themſelves,and us in this one queſtion 
vis, What Church thr:y would adjoyn them- 
ſelves unto, when they have a mind to ferſake 
us?

And what Opi- 
nion he held of the Government of the 
Church by Biſhops, and Arch-Biſhops, yea 
Primates and Patriarchs ( as we know it was 
in the time of the firſt Nicene Conncel, and 
before ) we may ſee in his Inſtitutions ; and 
in his Epiſtle to Cardinal Sadoler, He judg- 
eth him »ullo xon Anathemate dignum, wor- 
thy of the heavyeſt curſe, that ſhould cor 
demn the Order of Epiſcopacy ; and what 
reverend eſteem both he' and Beza had of 
our Biſhops here in Exgland may be ſeen by 
their own Epiſtles, publiſhed by themſelves. .

bute their beſt Aſſiſtance for perfeRing the 
work of the Temple, and rearing up again 
the Walls of our Jeruſalem, as they were at 
the firſt, and as they were at the beginning, 
Every on2 may, yea every one mult contri- 
bute ſomething this way ; Firkt, by inceſſant 
Prayers to him that builds the Houſe, that 
he would perf:& the Work that he hath 
wrought for #4, and finiſh it tull the comming 
of Jef Chriſt. And Secondly, That we 
all remember from whence we are fallen, and 
repent, and do our firſt works : but eſpeci- 
ally it concerns thoſe , whom God more e- 
ſpecially takes notice of in my Text, the 
Governours of Church and State. 

My Lord, and you whom His Majeſty 
hath Commuiſioned to diſpenſe the Juſtice 
of the Laws unto His People, I take not 

on me to tell you what you are to do, 

at 1s neither fit, nor at all ncefſary from mz 
to you : We know you come unto us abun- 
dantly furniſhed with the knowledge of the 
Laws, both of God, and the Land, All that 
we deſire andexpeR is, That you will reltore 
us our Judges as at the firſt, and our = 

c2llours 
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cellours as at the beginning. We need no 
new Laws to make us a happy Nation ( ex- 
cept, happily, ſome require to be beat out 
more explicitely, and applyed to emergent 
occaſions ; or a Paramount Law were made 
to enforce the vigorous execution of all the 
of Ay Laws that we have received as our 
Birthright from our Forefathers, are ſuffici- 
ently able to make us a Nation of Righte- 
ouſneſſe , if aRuated by men of Priſtine In- 
tegrity. And we have been no leſs happy 
in 200d Judges, than in good Laws ; we till 
remember with honour our Cooks and Dyers, 
and Dodridges, Yelvertons, and Hattons ; and 
many other grave, prudent, and learned Sages 
of thz Law , who being men fearing God , 
and hating Covetouſneſſe , and diſpencing 
the Juſtice of the Laws impartially, with- 
out bribery, fear, or favour, have rendred 
the Judgment-Seat glorious, a SanRuary to 


the oppreſſed, and a terrour to thoſe that do .

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For the Reverend Clergy, the Governors, 
and Paſtors of the Church,(who are as deep| 
concern'd- in this Revolution as any Other ) 
my meſſage to them is the ſame alſo, That 
ſeeing- God hath been pleaſed to expreſſe 
wonderfull a tender care over us, not onely 
in reſcuing-us from the Inſultations, and Aſ-

Deacons as at the beginning. And verily 
we have the-fairett Copies to wiitz by , of 
any Clergy in the” Chriſtian world : God 
having beautyfied the Firmament of this 
Church with ſuch ſhining and burning Lights, 
as no other Church can ſhew the like, The 
time would fail me to ſet befor you our 
Cranmers, and Latimers, and Ridleys, our 
Whitgifts and Jewels, and many hundreds 
more of all Ranks, Orders , aid Degrees 
in the Miniftery :- who by holineſs of lite, 
painfulnefſe in Preaching ,. in writing, yea 
in ſuffering for the Truth, have ſo adorned 
the: Reformed Church'of England, and ju- 
{tified it againſt all oppoſitions on ever) 
fide; that nothing remains for vs, but to 
Carcy onthat torch , which ſo gloriouſly light- 


ec, 
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ed, they have delivered into our hands : and 
by like purity of life, and painfulneſs in oar 
Places , to fulfil the Miniftery , that we 
have received of the Lord, eyeing their Ex- 
ample, and conſidering the end of their Con- 
veriation. And may never any ſcandalous 
or unworthy perſon creep in to profane 
thoſe Places, Which ſuch worthy Prede- 
cefſours have made venerable. For whoſe 
indignation would 1t not move, to ſee S;29 
Magm, fit upon Sinn Peter's Chaire, or 
the Abomination of Deſolation ſtanding in 
the Holy Place ? Santis ager S cnrrus 2 The 
faults of the Clergy are weighed in the 
Ballance of the SanQuary, and as corruption 
in Juſtice , is apt to raile mutiniies in the 
State, as in the caſe of Samwel's Sons : So 
corruption of Manners in the Clergy 1s apt 
to breed Schiſmes in the Church, and an a- 
verſation to the Service of God, as in the 
caſe of Elie's Sons : And were it. better for 
that than, whoſoever he be, that a Milſtone 
wire hanged abokt his neck,, and that he were 
throws into the depth of the Sea, than that 
he (hould profane the Covenant of Levs, 
«hd ſcatidalize the Holy calling of the Mi- 
niftery , by ari idle, of unhallowed he : e- 
pecially iri this inſtance of time, in which ſo 
tiny envyous eyes ate-open upon us; watch- 
I for out halting 4 and .the extraordinary 
Providence of God calling upon: us for an 
itraordinaty cate, ind diligence, and pain-

Dignities ſake, to gratifie our own Ambition, 
as Diotrephes, that affeed a Preheminenct, 
to lord 1t over God's Inheritance :*but # 
Enſamples to the Flock, that when Chrilt, 
the C hief Chephecd , ſhall appear , wenu 
receive a Crown of Glory, that ſhall neve 
fade away. ; 
And for all you, of what eſtate or cov 

tic 
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tion ſoever , that have obtained mercy by 
preventing Grace to be born free (ubje&s of 
the Kingdom, and true members of the Re- 
formed Church of Exgland, and conſequent- 
ly of the Catholick Chrifttian Church ; to 
you I ſay as the Apoſtle to the Hebrews, Call 
to remembrance thoſe former dayes, in which 
wr Godly Forefathers, after they were lu- 
minated endured a great fight of Affutions; 
and with a large Sea of their blood did con- 
firm, and confign to us that holy Profeſſion of 
the Faith, in which we ſtand. Remember the 
zeal, and fervour of their reoular Devotions, 
their dutiful, and obedient ſubje@tion to their 
Magiſtrates, their Reverence to their Mt- 
niſters , their enlarged Charity to all men, 
even to Forreigners. And as £t. Paul call's 
upon Tims2thy to imitate that unfained Faith 
that was in his Mother Exce, and in his 
Grandmother Lox ; ſo know, that the ex- 
traordinary Providence of God calls upon 
you to a&t over again to the life, all thoſe 
imitable virtues, that were in our Worthy 
Forefathers : So that whatſoever good this gs 
Je have learned, and received, and heard, and 
ſeen, in them, do, and the God of Peace ſhall 
be with you,as he was with them: Let no crafty 
Jeroboams Araw you aſide into ſuch Inzova- 
tions as your Forefath2rs knew not, to leave 
the Houſe of God, and the Houſe of David 
to worſhip Calves in Dan and Bethel. But 
mark them that ſowe Seditions, and cauſe 
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Drviſions amongst u6,contrary to the Doftri 
that ye bave recerved, and avoid them: Fy 
they, that are ſuch, ſeek, nat our Lord ſw 
Chriſt, ( whatſoever they may pretend ) bu 
their own. bellies, ( or their own Ambitions 
ina | mares Way ) and ” good words, 


and fair ſpeeches, deceive the hearts of the 


Jude v.3. ſimple. But contending earneſtly for the 


Faith that wagonce delivered. to the Saints, 
endevouring to kgep the Unity of the Spur 
in the bon of Peace ; not forſaking the A[. 
ſembling of our ſelves together, { as the man- 
mer of ſome #5.) Let us hold on conſtantl 
in the Old way , which, is the Good way, 
whergunto, by the Grace of God, we hay: 
again attained ;. And if in walkine in this 
way, We meet with ſome Rubs, and find i 
not yet ſo perfettly cleared from every 
ſtumbling Rone , as ſome could wiſh, if. 
looking into the Gourts of Juſtice, ya 
ſee ſtill ſome Corruption there, ( as Solow 
even his time obſerved) or, laoking into th: 
Church, you ſee a Scribe or-Phariſee, or per 
haps a Sadducee, fitting in Moſes Chair, no 
for this to be ſuddenly ſhaken in mind, (6 # 
to fall into murmuring diſcontents againli the 
Stare, or to; meditate a Seceſſion. from the
